How it Works 


I 
N settling the Aaland Islands dispute between 
' Sweden and Finland, which a year ago thrcal- 


ed war between the two countries, the League of 


*• Nations has functioned in a way to challenge the 
admirati on even of its most severe critics. This, 
particular activity of the league. is of special in- 
terest to America, as one of the three commis- 
sioners appointed to work out the solution is an 
American — Abram Elkus, former ambassador 
to Turkey. 


The commission's report, recently submit- 


ted for approval of the League Council, de- 
clares that Finland's right of sovereignty is in- 
contestable notwithstanding the fact that of the 
22,000 population of the islands, ninety-six per 
cent are Swedish speaking. 
The commission 


does not side-step the self-determination ques- 
tion involved in the dispute, but frankly says 
that in this case self-determination should not 
apply, for the reason that the Swedish popula- 
tion of the islands is only a small part of the 
Swedish population of Finland as a whole and 
that the position of the majority of the Swedes 
in Finland would be adversely influenced by the 
separation of the islands from Finland. 


There is good reason to believe that the 


League Council will approve the commission's 
decision and that Sweden will accept the ver- 
;dict against her, thus vitalizing the most im- 


. portant function of the League — the settlement 


of disputes between nations by the process of 
peaceful arbitration instead of by war. 


Agitation Won 


THERE are evidences that both the legislative 


. *. . and executive brandies of the federal gov- 
ernment arc moving with increasing speed in 
the direction of relieving the distress and pro- 
viding for the comfort of the soldiers disabled 
in the war. The. commission appointed by 
President Harding is not only working along in- 
dependent lines, but is co-operating with the 
committees of congress -which have in charge 
needed new legislation. There is every reason 
to believe that official Washington thoroughly 
appreciates how remiss the government has 
been in caring for its disabled - heroes and is 
making a sincere and intelligent effort to right 
the wrong. 


In large measure, the government's activ- 


ity is the result of public opinion created by the 
agitation of the soldiers' organizations. 
The 


soldiers should keep on agitating and exposing 
every case of abuse and neglect that can be 
found. The nation can never pay in full its debt 
to the disabled soldiers — the blind, the gassed, 


. the crippled, the disfigured but until it has done 


everything that it is humanly possible to do to 
heal them and provide for their economic inde- 
pendence, it will be falling short of its most 
sacred duty and obligation. This is the one gov- 
ernment activity in connection with which the 
word "economy" ought never be mentioned. 


Education 


AMERICANS arc quite given to boasting of 
^ their large expenditures for public educa- 
tion. From the point of view of relativity the 
boasting doesn't square with the facts. 
We 


spend something less than $1,000,000,000 a year 
.on public education. In 1920 our tobacco bill 
was more than double this and for face powder, 
cosmetics, perfumes, etc., we spent three-quar- 
ters of a billion. For every dollar we spend on 
Public education, we spend twenty-five cents for' 
ice cream, fifty cents for jewelry, thirty-five 
cents for soft drinks and thirty cents for furs. 


The $50,000,000 a year we spend for chew- 


ing gum is two and a half times the total expen- 
ditures for normal schools and almost exactly 
'he same as all stale and city appropriations for 
.higher education. 


• 
The United States Commissioner of Educa- 


'' tion points out that if we would smoke two 
«garets instead of three, two cigars instead of 
^ec, take two chews instead of three, and add 
''he money thus saved to the teachers' payroll, 
, Ihc, salaries of teachers could be increased 120 . 


per cent. As it is pretty generally admitted that 
our teachers as a class are criminally underpaid, 
these figures arc, to say the least, rather humili- 
ating. 


"We think we believe in education," says 


Claxton. "No doubt, we do believe in educa- 
tion in a way, but we have not paid and do not 
pay much for it." 


Just Can't Tell 


The Passing- of Col. Galbraith 


"THE death of Colonel Galbraith was a loss to 


'•*• 
the whole nation." The mayor of a west- 


ern city who so expressed himself*when he heard 
of the sudden taking off of the head of the 
American Legion voiced the people's unanimous 
sentiment. 
• 


Galbraith's splendid work for the disabled 


veterans of the World Weir had so endeared him 
to every service man, that it is doubtful whether 
the passing of any other man would have been 
felt as keenly by the American soldiers. Imme- 
diately upon his election as head of the Ameri- 
can Legion, last fall, he 'threw himself whole- 
heartedly into the fight for justice to the dis- 
abled soldiers. 
This great work was just be- 


ginning to bear fruit when one of those sudden 
and inexplicable tragedies struck him down. 


Fate decreed that the American Legion's 


commander was not to live to sec the full frui- 
tion of the work to which he had dedicated him- 
self. But his example, of unselfish devotion to 
a noble cause will be the inspiration to others to 
carry on and finish the task. When it has been 
finished; when the nation's obligation to every 
disabled soldier has been as fully discharged as 
it con be, the credit will be largely Colonel Gal- 
braith's. 


Colonel Galbraith was a gallant soldier and 


his title, "Fighting Colonel of the Fighting 
First." won in the terrible fighting in the Ar- 
gonnc, was well bestowed. Three governments 
had honored him with medals for distinguished 
service in 'the .field. 
But these honors were 


small compared with the great honor of having 
his memory forever enshrined in the hearts of 
the American soldiers.
